Galveston, Tex., Sept. 14.—Galveston 
is beginning 
slowly to recover from 
the stunning blow of last week, and 
though the city appears to be pitiless­ 
ly desolated, the authorities and the 
jeonimeroial and 
industrial 
interests 
are setting their forces to work and 
a start has at least been made, tow ard 
the resumption of business on a mod­ 
erate scale. 
The presence of the troops has had 
a beneficial effect upon the criminal 
classes, and the apprehension 
of 
a 
brief hut desperate reign of anarchy 
now no longer exists. 
The liquor sa­ 
loons have at least tem porarily gone 
out of business and 
every 
strong 
limbed man who has not his own hum ­ 
ble abode to look after is being pressed 
into service, so that, first of all, the 
water service m ay 
be resum ed, the 
gutters flushed and the streets lighted. 
The further the ruins are dug into, 
the greater becomes the* increase in 
the list of those who perished as their 
houses tumbled about their heads.
